Russians Are Now

' London, July 23.—The fourth week 
of the Somme battle begins well for 
the allies, and is expected to be 
fruitful of important developments. 
Before Saturday night the British yye- 
gan a new attack on the whole line 
from Pozieres to Buillemont and the 
fact that General Haig has been able 
to resume the offensive as soon after 
the unsuccessful German counter at- 
tacks of last week in which very 
strong German forces were brought 
forward, is regarded as a good au- 
gury. 
AUSTRALIANS GOING FORWARD 
The fighting has been of the fiercest 
character, the Germans working with 
their utmost strength to prevent the 
British from advancing to their third 
line positions. But when the last re- 
ports left headquarters in I*rance the 
Australians had firmly established 
themselves in lozieres, and are re- 
ported to have placed themselves as- 
tride the road in the direction of 
Bapaume, while at Guillemont and 
Longueval fortunes fluctuated, both 
places changing hands several times.

My dear Mr. Galbraith:— 

Just a few lines in a spare moment 
while resting from our work, which 
at present is pretty strenuous. But, 
though hard, 1 suppose it is nothing 
more than is necessary to fit us all 
for the fight ahead of us. 

By the way men are being shipped 
across Channel now it looks as_ if 
there might be something doing on 
our front. The papers over here tell 
us very little news, though 1 suppose 
what we do get can be relied upon 
as being pretty authentic. 

Lhave tried several times to get 
track of the boys of the 12th, but 
so far have been unable to learn 
much, There are many rumars float- 
‘ing around, but one cannot believe 
all you hear. They have undoubtedly 
been having a rough time of it, and 
very few of them have come out un- 
scathed. 

llave seen Major Gaetz and Sergt.- 
Major Jack Oliver quite a number of! 
times since we arrived. They are! 
both in the Royal Canadian Dra-! 
goons, the Majar as second in com-; 
mand, and Jock as regimental Sergt.

j pretty spot in Kent, a few miles

which are easily reached by train. We 
axe housed partly in huts and partly | 
in tents, about tive huts and 6 or f 
tents to each company, 

We are pretty well fed, though the 
ration over here is not as large as in' 
Canada, Of course, that was rather | 
hard to get used to at first, having 
longer hours, harder work and less 
grub, but we are setthag down to it | 
now, and everyone seems pretty well 
‘content, 

We are only a short distance from | 
an aviation depot, though I am not 
just sure of its exact location. Con- 
sequently aeroplanes are almost as 
numerous as birds, which,when flying | 
ae any height, they resemble quite a 
bit. At first, when we came here we | 
would run our legs off to see an aero- 
plane, but they are as common, and} 
caase us no more exeitement than 
an automobile. 

It is wonderful the number of! 
motor vans and cars which are being 
used, and I think the little old lord’ 
{s as much im ovidence as any other ' 
make. The C.A.S.C. scem to use 
motor transports almost entirely. 
Horses are very seldom seen, except ' 
‘on battalion transporte. 

I have not scen a copy of the Ad-!

Dear Dad:— 
lo am writing in our hut, Tueshay 
night. It has rained nearly all day 
and new, at sunset it has cleared off 
or rather the rain clouds have brok- 
en, Liverything looks very well now ; 
wherever you look you see just a) 
mass of green. L was somewhat sur- 
prised to see such a rank growth here 
1 itbagined that pasture and any wild 


‘land that there is would have a ra- 


ther thin and close cropped appear- 
ance,‘ but it is just the opposite. 

The country about here is pretty, 
well occupied with military camps. 
Shornelifie and Ifolkestone are about 
six or seven miles from here. The 
$2nd is about a mile from us. 1 have 
seen Henry Reinholt several times. 
The headquarters for our division is 
about five miles distant. We were in- 
spected there by General Alderson 
not long ago. I have met. several of 
the Red Deer boys and men lately. I} 
was in Folkestone last Saturday 
when I came across Bob Keast, of 
the 12th, and Roy Wright, of the 
62nd.Our medical officer here has been, 
laid up with the mumps and Doctor 
Parsons is taking his place. Clarence 
Markle is running an ambulance near 
here and olten calls in. One of the 
boys from Red Deer has a brother in 
the hospital at London. He was 
up to see him the other day and saw 
Ed. Kershaw at the same time. Ed. 
seems to be getting on alright 

Up until the week.ending June 24th 
we have accomplished nothing in the 
way of training, the first week or so 
we were here we had several inspec- 
and medical examinations. 
Then last woek we were on brigade 
duties—that is we had to supply the 
different village piequets and head- 
quarters guard. These duties requir- 
ed full strength of the Battalion. I 
was on duty every night. A picquet 
is placed in front of every bar with- 
in the limits of the camp. We stay 
here until 8 o’clock, when they close 
and every patren has to head for 
barradks. The discipline is much more 
rigid than in Canada. No slackness 
is allowed on saluting. Nothing but 
the regulation issue can be worn. We 
are not allowed to shave the upper 
lip. Until just recently no passes 
have been issued and, of course, the 
penalties are more severe. 

at the beginning of this week 
though, we have started in earnest. 
The battalion has been divided up 
into different companies, one com- 
pany taking up musketry and bayon- 
et fighting, and another bomb- 
throwing and another engincering or 
trench digging. 1 have been taking 
the latter course. About three miles 
from barracks there is a line of 
trenches in various stages of con- 
struction which we work on—similar 
I suppose, to those used on active 
service. On our last day of this work 
we had to go out at 10 o’clock at 
night working until about three in 
the morning. Wo were not allowed to 
talk, smoke, or make any noise. This 
is the way our work of this kind will 
be done when we get into action. 
The attitude towards the di- 
rection of this work has changed a 
great deal from anything previous. 
We are sent out with an intention to 
accomplish something that will be 
for our own good, and not to fill in 
a certain number of hours. All:frills 
gradually being 


dropped. 

At the time otf writing our future 
seems very uncerfain. One party of 
about 250 are going on the ranges 
to-morrow. and it is most likely 
wo shall get the rest of our training 
as quickly as possible and be sent 
over,

See us before 
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here last night for a draft of three 
hundred men’ to prepare in three 
weeks. I don’t know whether Roy 
and I will be in that or not. They 
chose a bunch to-day and started in 
training them this afternoon-. I am 
one of the musketry instructors, but 
owing to so many soldiers being a- 
way until the morning, several of us 
got the afternoon off and it gives me 
a good chance to write letters as we 
do not get any too much time to 
write, but I am always going to tear 
off a couple each week home, sup- 
posing they are just short. If we are 
chosen in the draft to-morrow, I will 
write and let you know at once, 
There are thirty of us instructing 
three hundred men, a class of ten 
men each, and we have lots of hard 
work to do 

We were enginecring all weck until 
Thursday. .We were ont digging 
trenches all night Wednesday and did 
not get any sleep, and the next night 
I was on guard at headquarters and 
was up every two hours’ changing 
sentries, so I was’ two straight 
nigffts without sleep, but made up 
for it last night and the night be- 
fore and feel fine as ever. Its sur 
prising how one can stand fatigue if 
he is hardened up to it. 

We still have Dr. Parsons with us, 
We had a very nice chaplain conduct- 
ing service this morning which was 
held at nine o’clock. He was an Eng- 
lishman, had exchanged camps with 
our own chaplatn for the morning. 
But the boys think there is 'no one 
like our own chaplain, and Mr. 
Brown certainly told us the truth 
wher he said we had a very fine 
man. <All the boys, rongh and all as 
some of them are, join in the ger- 
vice for all that’s in them and you 
can’t hear a move. ‘There is some- 
thing very divine about military ser- 
Vice and our chaplain has such a 
fine manner of speaking, awfully fath~ 
erly and immensely interesting, and 
the hymns by the band are beautiful 
and we have some very fine singers 
amongst us. But as soon as the ser- 
vice is over, we line right up for drill 
there is mo time lost here now: the 
quicker thay get men prepared for 
the front the better. Most. of our of- 
ficers are going away to school ‘on 
Monday. Capt. Trueman is also go- 
ing. 

I have not been able to get to sco 
Fred or Bert Simpson yet, I think 
they are at Shornelitfe and it is out 
of our bounds and unless they fined 
out we are here we are not apt to 
run across them, I lost their address 
some way or another, but J am on 
tho look out for some of the 61st 
Battalion, I think they will be going 
across this week if they have not al- 
ready gone as the 63rd, a younger 
battalion that the 61st, are going to- 
morrow. 

Half our Battalion is quarantined 
with the measles, but it is more of 
a joke then sickness, as probably one 
ina hut will get them and the whole 
bunch are tied up. 

I saw several of the big sky search 
lights when on guard Thursday night 
and they certainly look lovely just 
like a kong streak of lightning shoot- 
ing right into the clouds. It was a 
cloudy night, a very choice one for a 
hostile air raid so they say, but 
they didn’t come: we sce dozens of 
acroplanes every day flying all over 
England. We have only had Canadian 
mail once since we arrived but we 
heaw a bunch came yesterday, so I 
hope there is a letter for us.

As a 
consequence, it is difficult, without a 
careful study of the document, to

ONTARIO BI-LINGUAL SCHOOLS the Somme area yesterday complete | 


Rev. J. E. Hughson, formerly of 
Edmonton, now of Winnipeg, has a 
letter in a recent issue of the Winni- 
peg roe Press on the bi-lingual ques 
tion in Ontario. The close of his let- 
ter is as follows:

THE MYSTERY AT VERDUN 


(Toronto Mail) 

German reports tell of British as- 
Saults in the Somme fighting being 
made with ‘‘very superior’ forces. If 
| tho Germans are as completely out- 
numbered as they say, and the Brit- 
ish cau make.two and three-mile ad- 
‘vances in single swoops, why do not 
the Germans discontinue their as- 
saults at Verdun and use tho troops 
thus freed for defensive purposes far- 
ther north? The mastery of the re- 
newed Verdun attaek, in view of tho 
general situation, is complete. 

Despatches from Verdun recently 
stated that the Crown Prince was 
getting no more fresh regiments for 
his campaign there. In contrast to 
‘the former practice of sending a doz- 
en or a score of fresh corps into the 
fight, when the attacking carps had 
‘been well cut up, in the last attack 
at Fort Souville the troops original- 
ily sent forward were the only ones 
used, The supply of reserves from 
oitsidehas stopped. That much 
seems to have been gained by the 
| Allied offensive. The Crown Prince 
has to finish his work with his own 
army, unreinforced from any parts of 
the two fronts. But the marvel of it 
‘allis that he should continue making 
immense sacrifices to get Verdun, ‘ho 
psychology of the Verdun campaign 
dn March, April, May and June is 
understandable. But in the middle of 
July the continued sacrifice of divi- 
‘sions there can be put down only to 
heer, unrcasoning obstinacy that 
ould die rather than give up. Of 
course, the Germans have won their 
‘way close to the inner keys of Ver- 


jdun, and for the sake of Hohen- 


zollern prestige the general staff may 
‘permit the Crown Prince to clinch 
‘the objective. To give up, after four 
months of colossal losses, within a 
mile or two, perhaps, of triumph, 
would not appeal to German pride. 
Yet Frederick Palmer says that tho

Is it not 
true that upon almost every occasion 
when an important matter has been 
introduced in parliament we have had 
to ask ourselves not what would be 
the attitude of the Canadian peoplo 
as a whole, toward that question, but 
what was likely to be the attitude of 
the French of Quebec? Is it not: a 
fact that tho English-speaking of 
this country assigned to a JTrench- 
Canadian the highest  olfice within 
the gift of the Canadian people 7? And 
did not the people of Britain pay 
honor to the French-Canadian pre- 
mier who had been promoted through 
the co-operation of English-speaking 
Canadians in a manner’ which has 
not been surpassed in the case o 
even one of thoir own birth? Has 
in

has any other provinces ? Is it not a 
fact, too, that within the civil ser- 
vice of Canada the French-Canadians 
have managed to pull down much 
more than their legitimate percent- 
age of the offices of emolument ? 
And is it departing one iota from 
the truth to say that we have not 
only made many concessions in the 
past for the sake of peace, but that 
we would be prepared to make more 
to-day if we could be assured that 
the apparent rapacity of Quebec 
; would then be satisfied ? 

What right has any Canadian writ- 
er to say that we do not understand 
Quebec ? On the other hand, we are 
beginning to undersband Quebec en- 
tirely too well—much better than 
many of us cared to understand Que- 
bec in the past, when occasionally 
one of our more courageous and far- 
seeing neighbors was wont to sound 
the warning. 

And our understanding is that, 
while Quebec must be for the French, 
and while a French minority must al- 
|ways have its rights protected in an 
English: community, just as s0on as 
that community becomes more I'rench 
than English, the latter must be al- 
most eliminated. 

We hear much about the tolerance 
of (Quebec. The News-Telegram sin- 
cerely hopes that it is not exayger- 
ated. But where has it ever been 
shown ? How long since Quebce has 
given its highest office to an /nzlish 
speaking citizen, as we have done 
for one of their tongue ? Even in the 
| city of Montreal—a mixed city—with- 
jin the past two years they have 
broken an unwritten law which in 
ete days gone by was taken to mean 
that an English-speaking mayor 
should occupy that post alternately 
with a French occupant. 

Understand Quebec? Yes, we in the 
West understand Quebec as we have 
never done before. And our under- 
standing leads us to the belief’ that 
we have made practically all the cen- 
cessions that have been made, for the 
sake of peace. Yet, after we have 
done so, we are faced with the plain, 
bald fact that our love of peace, and 
our desire for harmony, has been all 
in vain. After courting peace and 
harmony, after frowning upon pre- 
judice of any kind, we find that the 
only way to further ensure peace and 
harmony is to sacrifice everything 
we have, and to overlook all the pre- 
judicies of Quebec. Tven after that 
we are not sure that Quebec would 
permit us to have peace. 
| Quebec has’ reached’ that point 
where Quebee asks too much, and 
‘those who at this time would plead 
the cause of Quebee on the ground 
that we do not understand
